‘There can be no doubt that owing to the cyclone of 1919 and unfavour- 
able conditions in 1920 there has been a partial failure of crops in beets and 
—_ aes. geek areas where saline water has got in and ruined the 
ivation, that in some of the vi within the affected area extreme 
pores vails among the poorer oa tion who have got no stock of 
sodas , and who, Bp throug Cans unaccustomed to manual labour 
other than the work of cultivation, and partly owing to the geographical 
i of the district, cannot-earn a living by earth-work or other kinds 
oflabour. ne * 
There is not the slightest doubt that in almost every centre visited by 
the Hon’ble Member the need of cloth for the suffering population, particu- 
tanty, among the womenfolk, is roo 
n the centres visited by the Hoa’ble Member he came across a.certain 
number of ill-nourished people at Boalia and Laskar within the Paikgacha 
thana, and the condition of the people in and around the villages of Pratap- 
nagar within the thana of Katiganj was certainly bad. But he was glad to 
observe that, whilst it cannot be denied that there is need and much need 
for food and cloth, in no single place did he come across any who could be 
described. as suffering from starvation. This is due to the fact that various 
rélief centres have been started in time, and valuable work is being done by 
the organisers of these relief committees. At Paikgacha the Hon'ble 
Member found that the Bama Mission from Hooghly were about to start 
work. At Boalia, Banka, Srikantapur, Pratapnagar and Assasuni, he met 
representatives of the various relief committees, and he was particularly 
struck with the excellent work @ dove by a band of Patra. men at 
















Pratapnagar under the supervision of machari Benode of Bajitpur Asram 
of Faridpur. The position, however, in jeany of these affected F gee is that, 
whilst a portion of the cultivated area is likely again to suffer this year 
from the ill effects of the inrush of saline water, there are fairly large tracts 
where there is a distinct promos of crops.
